Details of the conference have be-
come known, throwing light on the
oritical point that had been reached

#in the relations between the two
countries, The Washington govern-
ment was almost ready to sever dip-
lomatic relations, but decided to delay
taking any step until Germany could
be furnished the evidence in its pos-
session on the Arabic case.

Friendliness and candor are under-
stood to have characterized the con-
versation between Mr. Lansing and
the ambassador. The lalter now has
been glven an opportunity to eommu-
nicate freely with his government, so
that it may be clearly understood fn
Berlin why officials here are con-
vinced that torpedoing of the Arabic
could not have been a mistnke, justl
flad or unjustified.

In view of the evidence the United
HBtates wants a disavowal of the aet,
and this was made clear to Count von
Hernstor{f. Arbitration cannot be an
issue for consideration until the atti
tnde of the German government to-
ward the act itgelf ig placed on ree.
ord. Later the Ameriean government
may take under consideration a pro-
posal to arbitrate, not the principle,
but what indemnity should be paid for
lives lost

FORT AT DUBNOFALLS

TEUTONS CAPTURE STRONGHOLD |

—RUSS VICTORY AT
TARNOPOL.

8,000 PRISONERS ARE TAKEN

Petrograd Statement Says That Large
Amount of War Booty Was Aleso
Captured—Czar Expresses Thanks
When Told of Victory.

Vienna, Sept. 11.—Continuing their
tarriflc attacks to cut the rallroads
from Lemberg to Kiev, the Austrians
have crowned one phase of their gen-
eral action with success, capturing the
great Russian stronghold of Dubno.

In the capture of this fortress the
Teutons have obtalned command of
the rallroad lines from Lemberg
through Dubno to Rovno and thence
to Klevy and Odeszsa. Dubno is one
of the triangle of fortresseg protect-
ing the approach of Klev and Is the
gecond to fall, Lutek having been cap-
tured several days ago. This leaves

only the third fortress, Rovno, in the |

way of rapid advance toward Kiov

and the outflanking of the groat Russ |

army, which has fallen back from
Hrest-Litovsk.

The Austrian landwehr and cavalry
enterad Dubno on Wednesday, They
are already advancing to the north-
east, and if they take Rovno, only
about forty-five miles away, it ia be-
lleved that they can drive rapidly
northward to the ald of Mackensén's
army, which is advancing toward
Pinsk on the road to Moscow.

Military authorities here attach
great importance to the capture of
Dubno and assert |t may mean the cut-
ting off of large Rusaian forces in the
marsh district far to the north of the
fortress triangle and southeast of
Brest-Litovsk,

Petrograd, Sept. 11.—A Rueslan vic-
tory in eastern Gallela resulting in the

capture of 8,000 German troops and |

80 guns {8 announced on Thursday in
an officinl statement {gsued by the
war office here. Enormous losses
were also suffered by the enemy in
killed and wounded, the official state-
ment says. It characterizes the result
of the conflict as a “complete German
defeat.”

The emperor, having recelved & re

port of the defeat inflicted upon the

enemy, sent an order to express to his
valorous troops his joy and thankful-
negs for their success and the heavy
losaes inflicted on the enemy.

An official communication from Pe-
trograd claims another big Russian
success in eastern Galicia. Following
their reported victory at Tarnopol, it
{8 stated that southwest of Trembowla
during the Tth and Sth the Russians
took as prisoners 1560 officera and 7,
000 men and that the Teutons re-
treated hastily toward the River Stry-
pa. Russjan captures since Septem-
ber 1, Sereth front, total 383 officors,
over 17,000 men and a great quantity
ol guns,

ANOTHER AIRSHIP RAID

SCORE KILLED IN LONDON BY
BOMBS.

Eighty-8ix Persons Also Wounded—

Missiles Cause Many Fires and

Considerable Damage Done.

London, Sept. 10—The Iatest Zep-
pelin rald on London was the most de-
structive in history. It was officlally
announced 20 persons were killed and
86 injured. The German naval airships
invaded the heart of the largest city
in the world at midnight and ralned
explogive and incendlary bombs that
started many flres in the district
wherein are situated London's most
famous hulldings.

Firemen were called out to combat
the flames while the Zeppelins were
still hurling bombs, and 4id thelir
work with incendiary misslles falling
all around them. It ia belleved con-
slderable damage was done before the
flames were extinguished.

The number of casualties in
Wednesday night's aerial attack
makes a total of 23 persons killed and
129 injured In the raids of two suc-
cesalve nights,

The most alarming feature of this
latest visit of the Zeppelins, however,
was that they Invaded the heart of
the city—the western part—wherein
are located such landmarks as St
James palace, Westminster abbey, the
parliament bulldings, the Charing
Cross railroad station, the fashionable
resldential districts and, on the edge,
the great factories and warehouses
